Washington, June 10.— When the 
bouse met, pending the question com* 
lac over from Saturday was on the 
motion of Mr. Ue Armond (Mo.) to re- 
ocmmlt the antl-anarcry bill, with In- 
«tructioos to strike out section 3, 
wbieh made the killing of foreign ani- 
bassadors and ministers punifihable 
with death, and section 13, which cre- 
ates the legal presumption In all pros 
ecutions under the act that the offl 
cere to be protected by Its provision 
are engaged In the performance oi 
their official duties at the time the 
offense is ( ommltted. The roll was 
called. The motion was lost. 71 to 
W6. The vote then was taken upon 
the passage of the Mil. Mr. Lanham 
(Tex.) demanding the ayes and noes. 
The bill was passed, 17S to S8. 

Bishops Appointed. 
Rome, June 10.— The pope was pres- 
ent at the consistory. He was borne 

to the Sistine ohapo] in the sedia ges- 
tatoria. surrounded by cardinals, and 
formally bestowed red hats on Mgrs. 
Martinelll, formerly papal delegate in 
tbe United States; Prince Archbishop 
Skerhensky of Prague, and Prince 
Bi.shop Von Pro/.yna of Cracow. The 
Pontiff also appointed several bishops 
Including the Very Rev. William J. 
Kenney, vicar general of Jacksonville, 
Fla., ap liishop of St. .Augustine Verof, 
and Very Rev. Philip J. Oarraghan, 
vice rector of the Catholic university 
at Washington, as bishop of Sioux 
CJIty. la. Judge Taft, governor of the 
Philippine i.'^laiicls. and the .Viiiericans 
with him, were invited to witness the 
ceremony. Tbe party occupied seats 
In the diplomatic gallery. As the pon- 
tiff passed he recognized them and 
nnlliogly bowed to tbe Americans. 

Off For Oyster Bay. 

Washington, June 10. — Mrs. Reese- 
velt and her children left Washington 
on the Dolphin tor Oyster Bay, where 
the family will spend the summer. 
The Dolphin will stop at New York 
to enable Mrs Roo.sevelt to do some 
shopping and will proceed to Oyster 
Bay on Wednesday. The rarty was 
accompanied from the White Kouso to 
the navy yard, where the Dolphin was 
awaiting them, by Secretary Cortei- 
you. Mrs. Roosevelt will remain ai 
Oyster Bay until after July 4. She 
will then return to WaHblngum and 
remain with the presMettt 'UiitU M 
leaves Washington.

Keeper of "Blind Pig" Killed. 
Jamestown, N.D.,June 10. — At Bow- 
tion, Frits Prilllp, keeper of a ' blind 
pig," was robbed and beaten to death, 
and Thomas Davis, Thomas Carr, Al- 
bert Bowman, Harry Cullum and 
James O'Brien, transients, have been 
arrested, charged with the crime 
Prilllp came from Garner, la., and 
three months ago, started a "blind 
pig" at Bowdon. On the night of the 
murder there was a large crowd in 
his place drinking and carousing, un 
til finally only the five men now un- 
der arrest were left. A watch charm 
and coat belonging to Prilllp, also a 
pair of skeleton keys, were found on 
the prisoners. At the inquest it de- 
veloped that death had been occasion- 
ed by blows on head and shoulders. 

Miners Sworn In. 
Willu'sbaire. Pa., June 10. — It is re 
ported that 68 new men were taken 
into the No. 6 colliery of tbe Susque 
banna Coal sompany at Nanticoke. it 
Is not yet known whether the men ar(» 
to man the pumps or be placed on 
guard duty A crowd gathered near 
the colliery, but it soon melted away. 
The local unlota at Nanticoke has se- 
lectcil .SO of its men to act as special 
policemen in the borough. The bur 
gess has sworn In some of the men 
^nd wiU sw^ar In th« others during 
the day. Some of the engineers at 
Plttston. who have betn working all 
along, did not go to work. There was 
a cave-in at Hughestown, a short dls 
t«q,o» from Plttston. but 90 one .1^ 
hurt and no damage waa done. 

Argument Results In Murder. 

N< w York, June 10. — For telling 
Noah Parker. 22, that he lacked the 
courage to shoot a fly, James Crane, 
29. was shot and killed in a Brooklyn 
baloon. The bullet entered tbe man's 
heart, killing bim instantly. When he 
saw his victim fall, Parker became ex- 
( ;ted and f1re<l four other shots at the 
other persons In the saloon. None of 
the bullets took effect, however. Par- 
ker then hurried to his home, and 
later surrendered to the police. Par- 
ker, who is a negro, came from Ken- 
tiuky. An argument over horse rac- 
ing brought about the banter tO shoot, 
which caused Crane's death. 

Arrived Home Safely. 

New York, June 10. — Twenty persons 

who were caught on a yacht In Long 
Island sound in Sunday's gale arrived 
at tht ir homes safely. The yacht was 
owned by Charles B. Clark, a. politi- 
cian of tbe Bronx. The party had 
failed to return up to midnight, and 
a general alarm was sent out. It de- 
veloped that the yacht's rudder broke 
shortly after noon, and tbe party, help-

Wright's Mission. 
New York. June 10.— Carroll D. 
Wright, United States commissioner 

of labor, said that for him to tell 
whom he expected to see or what he 
Intended to do might seriously inter- 
fere with bis investigation of tbe an- 
thracite coal miners' strike. He said 
that under sections 7 and S of the law 
under which the labor bureau is v]ht- 
ated, charged the commissioner to in- 
vestigate and report on all labor dis- 
putes "Of course," said Mr. Wright. 
"I can not Interfere or act as arbitra- 
tor. Althougti possessing no j)ower 
under existing conditions as a patri- 
otic citisen. President Roosevelt is in- 
terested in settling this trouble; He 
can not interfere, but can advise." 

Hazleton, June 10. — Superlnt(>nd 
ent Kiiddlick of Coxe Brothers & Com- 
pany was attacked by women on the 
Streets of Freeland, but be was not 
injured. About 800 strikerp gathered 
at Ebervale and about 1,000 at Jeddo 
to Intercept traction cars carrying 
nonunion men to North Side collieries. 
Sheriff Jacobs was notified of tbe 
strikers' Intention, and accompanied 
by ei^'ht special deputies, took an ear 
ly car to Freeland to prevent any 
demonstration. The mine workers 
learned that tbe sheriff had been ap- 
pealed to for protection, and to make 
Interference on his part unnecessary 
District Secretary Gallagher preceded 
Sheriff Jacobs to Freeland. As bis 
ear neared Ebervale it was boarded 
by tbe strikers In search of non-anlon 
men, but Secretary Gallagher appeal- 
ed to the men to disperse and per- 
suaded them to return to their homse. 
At Jeddo the car was again stopped 
and boarded bjr strfkera, but no non- 
unionists werg tonnd. Mr, Gallagaer 
taikk-d to the &en at Jeddo and told 
them it was for the best Interests of 
all that they discontinue these tactics. 
They retired when tbe car carrying 
the sheriff and officers came along no 
strikers were in evijdence. The sheriff 
proceeded from Freelaad to WllkM- 
barre.

Several Guards Are Klllrfl and Two 

Prisoiifr* Ksenpe. 
Salem, Or., June 10. — Two desperate 
prisoners. Harry Tracy, sentenced to 
SO years, and David Merrill, a 16-year 
man, serving sentence for assault and 
robbery, committed in .Multnamali 
county, escaped from the penitentiary 
after killing three guards, Frank Fei- 
rell, shop guard; S. It JooM Mid Ben 
Tiffany, fencemen. 

The prisoners had Ji;st marched 
into the foundry for work at 7 a. m., 
when Tracy appeared suddenly with 
a rifle, shot Guard Ferrell. killing him 
almost Instantly. Ingram, a life pris- 
oner, attempted to take the rifle fiom 
Tracy, when Merrill shot Ingram 
through tiM let >lMtt«ntt# it Other 
prisoners, forced at the point of a pis- 
tol, permitted the two men to climb 
a ladder to the wall. Getting outside, 
they shot Guard Jones at a distance 
of 150 yeards. 

Quard Tiffany, after being wounded. 
Jumped off the fence and followed tt;e 
men, shootiiiK at thom until they l^ilI 
ed him. The prisoners then escaped 
into the woods. A posse of 40 men le 
out after the prisoners, and ha* tbem 
located In the woods. 

A battle is expected. The posse is 
headed by Sheriff Durbln, Sheriff-elect 
Colbatb and several offlcen trom the 
prison. The prisoners are armed with 
two rifles and two revolvers. The 
arms are believed to have been 
thrown over the stockade Sunday 
night by friends among excursionists 
who came from Portland. Ingram, the 
wounded prisoner, was sentenced 
from Linn coonty for killing his broth, 
er, in IS'.il. 

The Liberty Bell.

The 
arrival of the bell was marked with 
brief patriotic exercises and thou- 
sands of people passed before the car 
throughout the di.r and viewed the 
bell. The sj)erial ii"iiln conveying the 
bell and the committee of Philadel- 
phia citizens appointed to bring it 
home, reached the Pennsylvania depot 
here. The Marine band played Souse's 
"Liberty Hell". Hiincbes of flowers 
frf)m children were placed on the car 
and carefully laid on the bell. Uw- 
ing the exercises the Minute men of 
the district, uniformed In colonial uni- 
forms, took position in front of the 
car, where they remained through the 
day.

None draw less salary than $18 
per month clear of expenaea. The ahow 
company givea the reepeiaive agenciea a 
bond of f.'iOO for each Imlian in its em- 
,^loy. Thia inaurea the latter the proper 
food, medical attention, etc. 

The tents are a little lar(;er than those 
on the reaervatioDs, but are fitted up in 
the iaiM way. In each there was aahea 
of a recent fire in center, blankets spread 
around on which braves reclined, aud 
overhead hanging on a line stretched 
around the teepee fine bead dreaaee, 
otter akina, bead work, etc. In one tee- 
pee was Willie Noheart, an intelligent 
looking young man who bad been two 
years in the Pine Ridge School. Several 
braves wore a breast ornament made of 
bonea. They were very pretty and made 
only by the greateat toil. Red Bear bad 
a fine head dress which, Mr. Swij?ert said, 
it took weeks to make. Ita value was 
about $40.
